creased thirst and urination and 
disturbances of calcium

metabolism and of bone.

U.S. hop e has been abu sed so wanto nly 


by the Sov iet Union that it has ceased to 
ex ist. Ev en the few- Americans w-ho still 
talk hop efu lly know now there is no blu e 
fairy in the Kremlin. 
The message President Kennedy will hav e 
for Premier Khru shchev will co ncern p ro s­ 
p ects of U.S. actio n—that this co u ntry will 
resu me nu clear testing in the absence of 
co o p eratio n to ban it—that this co u ntry will 
shu t off nego tiatio ns to limit arm s—that the 
United States will 
not 
p u t u p with 
any 
fu rther p u shing aro u nd by the bu lly -boy s 
o f the Commu nist Co nsp iracy . 
ff Kennedy and Khru shchev meet and talk 
tu rkey , there is ev ery likelihood this time 
that Khru shchev will go home with as many 
bones in his thro at as he cu sto marily rams 
down the necks of his dip lo matic antago n­ 
ists. And there is one thing Mr 
Kennedy 
wo n’t say that 
Khru shchev 
shou ld 
know 
abou t. 


THE 
AMERICAN p eo p le’s mood abo u t 
the Sov iet Union has u ndergo ne a drastic 
change in the last y ear. Robbed of all hop e 
fo r p eace on any terms that wou ld be 
to lerable, the American p eop le are resigned 
<o a p ro sp ect of endless tro u ble with the 
Sov iet Union and its co -co nsp irato rs against 
p eace 
they are starting to demand mo re 
v igo ro u s anti-Co mmu nist assertio n. 
Khru shchev and his regime hav e done 
what Jo sef Stalin and his regime nev er did 
*nd 
wou ld 
not 
hav e 
risked They hav e 
needled the United States 
into 
asserting 
itself against a bu lly ing Sov iet go v ernment. 


They hav e made p rincip le seem mo re im­ 


p o rtant than the p reserv atio n of a kind of 


p eace Ru ssian Co mmu nists nev er believ ed 
in any way . 


Ev en if Premier Khru shchev showed u p 


for a meeting with President Kennedy dres­ 


sed like a dov e and in a mood to coo like 


one, no one wou ld take him serio u sly . If it 


actu ally was his game to try to fool all of 
the American p eop le all of the time with 
his o ccasio nal flashes of what seemed to 
be giiod will, he has p lay ed ou t his string. 


DURING the p residential camp aign last 
fali. the weakest p oint in the Kennedy case 
was a p olicy of co nciliatio n to ward the 
Kremlin 
Mr. Kennedy weakened himself 
wi'h a hint that he thou ght President Eisen­ 
hower shou ld hav e tried to soothe Premier 
Kru shchev after the U2 disclo su re. 


This in itself cau sed p art of the harden­ 
ing of p o p u lar op inion against the Sov iet 
Union. There was angry rejectio n of any 
hint o! co nciliation to ward a go v ernment 
whose reco rd of ill will was bro ken only 
by instances of ap p arent good will intended 
to throw Americans off gu ard. 


No one ev er has accu sed Nikita Khru sh­ 
chev of being thickheaded. His mind is 
q u ick, resp o nsiv e and p ercep tiv e. If Jo hn 
F. Kennedy tells the leader of Ru ssia what 
the leader of the United States wou ld be 
ju stified in say ing at this time, he will in­ 
fo rm him crisp ly that he is cro wding his 
lu ck. 
As 
mu ch 
as 
the 
American 
p eop le 
want p eace, there is a limit to their p a­ 
tience 
If Premier Khru shchev can u nder­ 
stand that, he will be a statesman. 


Mayb e So meth in g W ill T u rn Up 


Vice President Jo hnso n has been told in 
Ho ng Kong that co nditio ns in Co mmu nist 
China are so bad it’s o nly a m atter of time 
u ntil the go v ernment co llap ses. It is temp t­ 
ing to believ e this might be the end of 
co mmu nism in China. 
The late Jo hn Fo ster Du lles tho u ght at one 
time that the United States shou ld wait for 
Ihe co llap se of co mmu nism becau se it was 
based on histo ric erro r. Many Americans 
bad to wait after the end of World War I 
fo r the co llap se of co mmu nism in Ru ssia, 
They didn’t think it cou ld last. 
Cu rrently it is co mfo rting to believ e the 
ecllap je of co mmu nism will change things 
in Cu ba, o r if not in Cu ba in Po land o r 
in Czechoslov akia, o r so mewhere else. Bu t 
ev en in East Germany , the co llap se of com- 
mu nism nev er q u ite hap p ens. It didn't hap ­ 
p en in Hu ngary , Esto nia. Latv ia o r Bu l­ 
garia. 
When co mmu nism ru ns into its p assages 
o f tro u ble, it do esn’t co llap se. It u ses new 
names, tries new tactics and re-establishes 


itself. 
The same thing hap p ened in the 18th cen­ 
tu ry when mo narchies were u ndermined by 
p o p u lar rev o lu tio nists who drew insp iratio n 
fro m the United States. The new go v ernments 
staggered, bu t they were not rep laced by 
the mo narchies they had o v erthro wn. They 
were su cceeded by adap tatio ns of the rev o. 
lu tion they had institu ted. 
Internatio nal co mmu nism breeds its own 
tro u ble 
Bu t if and when its regimes co l­ 
lap se. there will be no reap p earence on what 
ex isted befo re. That has been destro y ed. 
Whether o r not there will be an ap p ear­ 
ance of p o p u lar go v ernment that nev er ex ­ 
isted befo re in some co u ntries now do minat­ 
ed by Co mmu nists is an op en q u estio n. Fail­ 
u re to enco u rage p o p u lar go v ernment and 
ev en to p ermit it in many p laces led to the 
desp air which op ened the way to Co mmu nist 
co ntro l Peo p le who nev er had known free­ 
do m and p o p u lar so v ereignty were to tally 
u np rep ared to resist the Co mmu nist Con­ 
sp iracy .

It p ay s the U.S. Treasu ry $100.000 
in co rp o rate tax es instead of tak­ 
ing mo ney from Washington. 


The 
firm 
which

u nio n 
bo u ght is the Merrimac Hat Co. 
of Amesbu ry , Mass. It is the big­ 
gest p ro du cer of ladies’ felt and 
fu r hat bodies in the land. Bu t 
it wasn’t alway s so. 


Du ring the winter of ’58 the fac­ 
to ry was shu t down for three 
mo nths by its p rev io u s o wners. 
Bu siness in the old p lant had been 
hard 
hit 
by comp etition 
fro m 
France, 
Italy 
and 
Co mmu nist 
Czechoslov akia, no less. 
In Janu ary ’59, the p lant was 
schedu led for liq u idation. 


THREE 
HUNDRED 
and 
50 
skilled u nion wo rkers, ou t of a 
co mmu nity of 10,000 New Eng­ 
landers, wou ld be withou t a trade 
o r a job. Then Mr. Rose mov ed 


in with his United Hatters. Cap 
and Millinery Workers Interna­ 
tional Union. 
It raised half a million do llars. 
It 
became 
the 
biggest 
sto ck­ 
ho lder. Rose was named chair­ 
man of the bo ard of nine direc­ 
to rs. On it were p laced six u nion 
officials. The wo rkers themselv es 
help ed bu y u p the stock. 
As Rose told President Ken­ 
nedy , the u nion bou ght the firm 
on the theo ry that labo r itself 
mu st do so mething for the jo b­ 
less. It mu st not ju st wait fo r 
the go v ernment. Nor shou ld it sit 
and meditate where cap ital finds 
it too risky to inv est in a hard- 
hit marginal bu siness. 
At this p o int labo r shou ld make 
“ welfare cap ital” av ailable. Then 
there is a p artnership between 
the working men in the p lant 
and the local management. 
How did this wo rk? I asked 
the co mp any p resident, Hans Rie, 
in Amsbu ry . He had been p resi­ 
dent and was 
retained by 
the 
new bo ard of directo rs. 
There 
was 
no 
difference 
in 
wo rking for u nio n o r any o ther 
o wnership , Mr. Rie said. Early 
in the new regime he had had 
so me ideas on efficiency , p iece­ 
work rates and wages. He had a 
long session with the local u nion 
co mmittee. They were u nhap p y . 


MR. RIE and the p lant hat 
wo rkers co u ldn't get to gether Bu t 
Rie told them p o int blank, “I’m 
emp lo y ed here 
by shareho lders 
and will manage this p lant fo r 
the good of all and it will hav e 
to be the same whether the o wner­ 
ship rests in y o u . the u nion it­ 
self 
o r 
so me 
rich 
fellow 
in 
Bo sto n.” 
They got the p oint. After that, 
there no lo nger was any feeling 
that “since the u nion owns it” 
there mu st be a sp ecial ty p e of 
management. On co ntract negotia- 


tio ns, the bargaining has been 
to u gher bu t the bo ard of directo rs 
has not interfered with manage­ 
ment. 
“ There is a limitatio n on how 
far y ou can go on wages,” Rie 
said. “And as the old o wnership 
did, the new bo ard of directo rs 
ex amines the eco no mics of the 
mo ment when co ntracts are u p 
fo r 
bargaining 
with 
the 
local 
u nion. 
“After p olicy is set, I get a 
free hand, and the internatio nal 
u nion does not interfere. Today , 
the wo rkers’ attitu de is to co ­ 
o p erate with management and get 
o u t the best p ro du ct p o ssible.” 


THUS, when the sto ckho lder* 
meet on May 25, they will hear 
that the Merrimac Hat Co., p u r­ 
v ey o rs of bonnets to hu ndreds of 
tho u sands of American women, 
now is hiring p eop le, while so me 
firms in Amesbu ry are lay ing off 
help . 
They will hear that emp lo y ment 
in 1960 reached a 12-y ear high. 
They will be told that the co m­ 
p any ran so efficiently that the 
firm was able to abso rb the ris­ 
ing cost of fu r on the wo rld m ar­ 
ket and still keep p rices co mp eti­ 
tiv e becau se p ro du ctio n was so 
smo o th. 
They will be told that Merri­ 
mac now has a millio n-do llar-a- 
y ear p ay ro ll, instead of mo re u n­ 
emp lo y ment. Bu t o nly half the 
sto ckho lders will hear this, as the 
p resident of the co mp any and the 
chairman of the bo ard (their own 
u nion p resident) rep o rt. Most of 
the o ther sto ckho lders 
will 
be 
bu sy working 
So well is the p lant doing, it’s 
on a two-shift schedu le. That’s a 
mighty long way fro m the scrap 
heap . 
As Mr. Rose p u ts it, self-help 
goes a long way .

gro u nd amo ng high officials in­ 
side the administratio n here, and 
p articu larly it may be du e to the 
failu re of the new chairman of 
the Federal Co mmu nicatio ns Com­ 
mission, Newton N. Minow, to 
u nderstand the p riv ate enterp rise 
sy stem as it relates to bro ad­ 
casting. 
Fo r, when Mr. Minow say s that 
he wishes the bro adcasting sta­ 
tions to alter their p ro grams so 
as to cater mo re to the cu ltu ral 
and edu catio nal side, he fails to 
u nderstand that radio and tele­ 
v ision are su p p o rted by the ef­ 
fo rts of American bu sinesses to 
get sales for their p ro du cts. 
The sp o nso rs of TV p ro grams 
p ay large su ms not only to co v er 
the ex p ense of the mechanical 
facilities of a bro adcasting co m­ 
p any bu t also the entire cost of 
acto rs, writers, technicians, p ro ­ 
du cers and o ther p ersonnel. 
The 
co mp anies 
which 
sp end 
their money to sp o nso r p ro grams 
natu rally want sales so as to p ay 
their own co sts of p ro du ctio n and 
their emp loy es. The whole na­ 
tional ou tp u t of $500 
billion 
a 
y ear is directly related to how 
many and what kind of p ro du cts 
will be bou ght by the p u blic. 
Telev ision and radio go to a 
large degree to what is termed a 
mass au dience. 
The 
sellers 
of 
p ro du cts want as many p o tential 
p u rchasers as p ossible to listen 
to their messages. 
There are, of co u rse, some co m­ 
p anies whose sales messages are 
of interest to a limited gro u p and 
this inclu des what is known as 
goodwill o r institu tio nal o r finan­ 
cial adv ertising. Bu t, for the most 
p art, the co mp anies that u se tele­ 
v ision are interested in reaching 
the 
m a x i m u m 
nu mber 
of 
listeners. 


SO, WHEN a go v ernment o f­ 
ficial co mes alo ng and say s, in 
effect, 
that 
these 
co mp anies 
shou ld co ntent themselv es 
with 
smaller nu mbers of listeners, this 
is tantamo u nt to say ing that the 
adv ertisers shou ld be co ntent with 
a lack of effectiv e resu lts and 
shou ld take 
the 
losses flowing 
fro m su ch a cu rtailed sales effort. 
Unless, of co u rse, p riv ate sp o n­ 


so rs are willing to bu y time for 
p ro grams that will bring to them 
sales resu lts to ju stify their ex ­ 
p enditu res, the telev isio n and ra­ 
dio statio ns will lose mo ney and 
the go v ernment will hav e to su b­ 
sidize them. This means p olitical 
co ntro l and go v ernment interfer­ 
ence with the o p eratio ns of p ri­ 
v ate bu siness. 
Interestingly e n o u g h . Great 
Britain, which started ou t with a 
go v ernment-o wned 
and 
go v ern­ 
ment - controlled telev isio n net­ 
wo rk, withou t 
any 
adv ertising, 
now is co nfro nted with the fu ll- 
fledged co mp etitio n of a p riv ate­ 
ly established netwo rk which not 
o nly takes adv ertising bu t to day 
has the bigger au diences. 
These p ro grams are v ery mu ch 
like American TV—in fact, some 
of the most p o p u lar are reru ns of 
American TV shows. The same 
thing is hap p ening in Canada, in 
Jap an, in Mex ico and in Latin 
America. 
So it is su rp rising to see the 
head of the FCC in this co u ntry 
try ing to tu rn the clock back. For 
it is inev itable that, if his threat 
is fu lfilled—to take away statio n 
licenses u nless they co nfo rm to 
his 
ru les as to the p ro grams 
that shall be bro adcast—then tele­ 
v isio n in America will be p ara­ 
ly zed. 


SOMEHOW many theo rists who 
get into go v ernment do not u nder­ 
stand the workings of the free- 
enterp rise sy stem 
Some 
p eop le 
who 
hav e been 
ap p lau ding Mr. Minow’s criticisms 
of telev ision p ro grams do not 
u nderstand that p ro gram 
time 
canno t be p aid for by the tele­ 
v ision comp anies themselv es bu t 
only by the adv ertisers who are 
willing to bu y time 
Why shou ld the 
latter 
sp end 
their sales money to cater to a 
mino rity of listeners when they 
can alternativ ely u se tho se same 
fu nds in newsp ap ers, magazines, 
direct - by - mail, billbo ards and 
o ther forms of adv ertising av ail­ 
able to them and p u ff their wares 
as mu ch as they p lease? 
Mr. Minow has bro u ght co n­ 
sternatio n to the whole telev isio n 
indu stry by his threat to u se the 
go v ernment’s licensing p ower to 
discip line 
radio and telev ision 
statio ns for they themselv es hav e 
no control ov er the money the 
adv ertisers want to 
sp end 
for 
p ro grams which can interest the 
max imu m nu mber of p eop le. 
The real answer to the cries of 
the eggheads and highbro ws is to 
establish sep arate netwo rks su b­ 
sidized by the go v ernment—if no 
o ther w'ay can be fou nd to fi­ 
nance them. Bu t no adv ertiser 
will sp end his money wastefu llv . 
He will sp end it only to get re­ 
su lts in sales.

WTien Sir Ju lian Hu x ley , t h e 
British biologist, talks abou t the 
world p op u latio n crisis, I p ay at­ 
tention. The man makes sense. 
He said so mething a few day s 
ago that made sp ecial sense. He 
was talking abo u t cities. 
We are making them imp ossi­ 
ble to liv e in becau se of the u n­ 
co ntro lled size of their p op u la­ 
tions, he said. “A city can be­ 
come only so large before it be­ 
co mes an u neco no mic u nit.” 
Sir Ju lian 
thinks New York, 
London and Toky o are u neconom­ 
ic. This is why I p ay attentio n to 
him. I think all large cities are 
u neconomic and hav e reached a 
conclu sion abo u t a way to de­ 
termine when this state has been 
reached. 


When p eop le can’t go home for 
lu nch, a city is too large. This 
does not mean ev ery bo dy wants 
to go home for lu nch o r shou ld go 
ho me for lu nch — only that no 
one shou ld say he is liv ing ef­ 
ficiently if he can’t go home for 
lu nch if he feels like it. 


This means go ing home f o r 
lu nch on a reaso nable basis of 
time. It does not mean p eop le who 
cat lu nch in a half ho u r shou ld 
be able to go ho me and come 
back. It does not ap p ly to p eop le 
who co mp licate lu nch ho u rs with 
meetings 
and 
sho p p ing ex p edi­ 
tions. 
It means that o rdinary p eop le 
who can take an ho u r for lu nch 
if they feel like it shou ld be able 
to go home, eat a good lu nch and 
get back to their p o sts betore 
someone wo nders if so mething has 
hap p ened to them. 
1 arriv ed at this fo rmu la when 
one of my boy hood friends told 
me he sp ent an ho u r and a half 
each way co ming to and going 
home from work in New Y o r k 
City . He worked fiv e day s a week 
ev ery week and so metimes came 
in to work on Satu rday . That was 
from 15 to 18 ho u rs a week trav el 
time, not co u nting the time he 
sp ent waiting fo r transp o rtatio n. 
He liv ed in New Jersey . 
What I resent mo st abo u t o v er­ 
gro wn cities is the notion t h a t 
p eop le who liv e elsewhere shou ld 
let their tax es be div erted to bail­ 
ing the cities ou t of their u neco ­ 
nomic p light by do cto ring them 
u p this way and that way to co n­ 


ceal the fact they are dy ing. They 
claim this money as a m atter of 
right. 
By my own fo rmu la, it 
takes the labo r of a half dozen 
Americans to su p p o rt ju st one 
denizen of a p lace like New York, 
where the cost of inefficiency is 
co ncealed only thinly by fat su b­ 
sidies drawn from 
go v ernment 
and ex ho rbitant p rices p aid for 
serv ics by residents and v isito rs. 
Go v ernment decrees how many 
p assengers can be carried in an 
airp lane, how many p eop le are al­ 
lowed in a theater, the cap acity of 
elev ato rs and ev en, in so me in­ 
stances, how many hu man beings 
can liv e u nder one roof. Yet gov ­ 
ernment does nothing abo u t how 
many p eop le can be jam-p acked 
into cities, already su ffo cating in 
their own hordes. 
And 
go v ern­ 
ment nev er will do any thing abo u t 
this as long as p o liticians figu re 
they can u se the ho rdes as p o ­ 
litical lev erage to get what they 
want. 
Otherwise, some of o u r ov er- 
p o p u lated cities wou ld be warned 
that they were so and so many 
tho u sand ov er the limit of hu man 
decency and cou ldn’t 
draw 
an­ 
o ther cent of p u blic mo ney u ntil 
they had thinned ou t their p o p u ­ 
latio ns.
